Judge Holmes, who has been hon-

bora in Boston March S. iS-tl. and 
graduated frota Harvard university In 
1S61. He served in the Twentieth 
Massachusetts regiment in the civil 
war. rising: to the rack of lieutenant 
co-oneL Ke was admitted to the Suf- 
folk bar in 1S67. On Dec, S. IS62. 
Governor Long appointed him an as- 
sociate Justice of the supreme judicial 
court of Massachusetts In place of 
Judge Otis P. Lord, resigned. On 
July 22. 1S99. the late Governor Wol- 
cott appointed him chief justice o* 
the Massachusetts supreme court. 
Judge Holmes, in addition to his emi- 
nence ia law matters, has achieved 
prominence as a writer and lecturer 
on legal subjects. He Is a son and 
namesake of the late Dr. Holmes, the 
coet and essayist.

They returned the fire and silenced 
tbe attack. The attack on the pump- 
house was renewed- Th? company 
anticipated it. and bad a big force of 
deputies on hand. The guns of the 
attacking party were soon silenced. 


For an hour bullets flew thick and 


fast. The attacking party seemed to 
concentrate 
its fire on the pump- 


house, for it was fairly riddled with 
bullets. The deputies shot into the 
bushes on the opposite shore, only 
100 feet away, making a target of the 
spot where the flashes of the assail- 
ants' guns were seen. The striker* 
evidently quit because of their ammu- 
nition being exhausted, and this put 
an end to hostilities: 


Several houses In the Tillage were 


struck by bullets from the deputies* 
rifles. 
Sheriff Schadt went to the 


scene, but on account of the darkness 
was unable to do anything. He will 
take steps, he says, to prevent a rep- 
etition of the scene.
